•long tbs seashore. 

I might as well aiy at the outsat 
tbat I have found thli to ba a land of 
gold, big fruits, of beautiful tl )wer8, 
ttt intoDM aunahiBa, oi most rdmarka 
Ua climatie dlSerancea, of gigantic tn 
terpridtB and imtnonse distances, of 
vast deaeits aod fertile vallevi, whoso 
aarlaoat Hatoafoaly abova tha aea, 
and of mountaina whoaa pa«ln pierce 
the very clouda. 

I apant aoa^a tima in tha San Joa- 
quin valley, the largest valley in the 
Htate, and the home of probably the 
fineat pears, prunes, paachea and apri 
eota in the State.

Hamilton from my own carriage aeat, 
and Old Ocean baa riued the dustofi 
the wheels of my vehicle as I drove 
along the baach at varioua points.

fall* to a greater depth thin in Wis 
cousin or the Northern Peninsula of 
Michigan; while in the valley in the 
rioinity of Balcersflald never a lUke 
of snow fall* the year round. Dur- 
ing the eummer months, therefore, 
when everything is parched in the 
valley, tha river fa bank full, being 
fell by tha eoBttantly melting anow. 
But to uae this water in the (luestion 
that decade* puzzled the tew iuhabi- 
tent* who attempted to live there.

the stock grower aud busDinJman. 

So the reader will undentend that 
everything successfully grown fa this 
valley, whether it l)i> grai-<, alfalfa, 
grain ot fruit, is on soil artificially wa 
tend, tha dataifa ot whieh I wW deB 
nitely explain at another tim3. I'hc 
orchards, meadows and pastures are 
orarllowad p'tri>lio«lly ai nasi-td 
Richs)il, hH weather and plenty of 
water i* what doaa tha buaineas m this 
valfay. 

Every eastern p.^r-* ,ii Imlioarda 
good deal of the wild tljwurs of Cali 
fornia. I Jinrnayad aoro** tha plain* 
25 mile* to see the wonders that are 
preesntad each spring. I wa* repaid 
for tha trip.' Bikera&eld, my tempo 
rary stopping point, is an oasi^ in the 
desert. The town and country round 
about for several miles in some direc 
tion* fa under Irrii^ating ditches, aud 
wherever water is put on the soil and 
the land intelligently tilled there are 
always satisfactory reault*. I was 
greatly surprised at the wonderful, 
ili(> iini>re('cileMleil growth of tlu fruit 
trees, gtasa and alfaira, aa well as ma 
oy flowering plant*; but aftar I had 
ridden two hours in a h lutiieasterlv di 
rictiuu 1 had lettgraiu fields aud orch 
ard* bfhind me, aaid wa* in a deeert 
wliicli wi<H literal! ]r fcflima with b!oj 
4j(uing wild tl iwerj.

I have now been in the Stala long 

enough to kmiw that eTaiJthing has 
the tiug« of business here. It is the 
ardent dedia of avery Californian to 
do nothing on a *mall scale. This is 
btrikingly demonstrated in the liberal 
roadways, extensive ranches, great 
cattle herd*, prodigiou* orchards, the 
thotiaand acre grain field*, the big 
salaries paiil State and OOUn^y ofHcers 
and the mjmy achemaa foiodvartiring 
tha atat*^* raaobroaa. 

The fiuils now ripening aud in the 
market are titg peach, fig, apricot, 
cherry, etrawberry, raspberry, black 
berry, mulberry, apple, orange, lam 
on and limo. There are no bananas 
nor pineapples raised fur market in 
the State. Most of the oitroua fruite 
are grown in the Southern part The 
wheat and barley harraat fa bow near 
ly over. There fa very littio limothv 
bay eown. Alfalfa fa oaad for *tocfc 
feeding in the valleys and barlev and 
wheat IS cut (juito green and fad witfl 
out threshing l)v many.

What "Uncle Sam" Has on Display at 
The Qr«at Soutbcra Ccateaaial. 
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(Special to the Piikss.) 
Nashville, July 14.— There are 
three olasse* of vu'tors to the Ten- 
ne**ee Centennial Kxpoaition — 
tho*e who come out of ourio*ity to 
see what has bpaa dooe, those who 
wish to be able to aay they have 
seen it, and thoea who raaUy want to 
learn aa much aa poaatUa ffOOl the 
inslractiva axhlblt. 

To the last olaa* there la no other 
building tbat otferd such an opportu 
nity aa docs the Qovernment Build- 
ing. Hero one has a chance to atn. 
dy (ha moet tnt^reetlng of thj Gov- 
ernment departmente — the War De - 
partment, the Department of the In 
terior, the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the Department of Justice, the 
Treasury Department, the Navy De- 
partment, the Postolllje Ddptrlment 
the Department of S:a*.e, aaJ last, 
but by no mean* the leaat intereat- 

ing, thaoaUMiaC tto fUhOMmis 

sion. 

The buildiag itself is a thing of 
beauty. White and fresh looking as 
a June day, it extend* 360 feet from 
cast to west and 120 feet from north 
to aoutb, It haa been proaoanced 
the handsomest building evor erect 
ed by the Qovernment for an expos! 
tion, and it is not hard for one to be 
lieve the statement when be das once 
looked upon the beautiful structure, 
its massive dome surmounting it like 
a giant's cap, and its big trlpl doors 
extending almost the full length of 
tne wall*. 

At the west entrance atand two 
large black *peclmens of the cannon 
used in the civil war. Ac you enter 
^he building and turn to the right 
yon are confronted by a boat of mo- 
tionlee* soldiers dressed in the uni- 
forms of the nation of all pertods. 
One might well be led to believe he 
bad gained entrance to the Valhalla 
of the warrior and bad been admit- 
ted to a conference of American he- 
roes of all ages. These wax figures 
are ao lifelike tbat one feala a trifle 
rude in sUring at them ao brazenly 
and ao ourionsly. The Puriton sol- 
dier or 1620 and the Revolutionary 
veteran are oa intimate terms with 
the Weet Pofail Oodet of tha year 
|S!»7. 

lu thia exhibit you will «lsc liod 
all aorta of gaon; aaaiaBitloa. foMS, 

and signals, ancient and modern, and 
here, too, you miy see relics of the 
Graalay azpaditioi aad tha batobat 
■»nd Uig which D,)ckwood and Brain' 
urd carried with them in their arctic 
aiploratioNa. (Kitha Mllanga a 
silken guidon, a'rtllO of Ooltir'a ill- 
starred cavalry. 

Tha eKbibitcof the Department of 
ttie Into ior ara divided into four dif 
ferent brancbe* — tba Bateau of £la 
cation, tba Bnraaa ot Indian Affaira, 
tlic I'lticnl DeiiirtoiaBr'an'l the De- 
partment ot Ueologloal Survey. Uf 
theaa tba moat intanating i* the geo 
logical exhibit, which contains many 
rare minerala and toaaifa. Most of 
ih? Indian axblbiv to taken up with 
the work of tbe stodeata of tha Gar- 
llsle Indian ccbool. 

The Department of Agriculture is 
very interesting to the scientist and 
to the farmer. The moat popular 
part of thia exhibit is the stuffed 
birds, prairie dogs, ground squirrels 
and gophers. The farmer ia especi- 
ally interested in the division of po 
mology, where are to bo found mod 
els ot big apples and plana, and toe 
real pineapple of Florida.

Ttie cjllectlon and portraits of the 
Poatollloe Department are the object 
of much Btadf by tha people general 
ly. It Is astonishing what a curious 
variety of things come to the Dead 
Letter ofllca. Mr. Slack, tha onrator 
of the djpartment, has brought to 
the exposition a collection of most 
interesting things. Here you see 
anything from a lock of the assassin 
Qulteau's head to a torantula or rat 
tleenake. 

The Smithsonian Institute exhibite 
are chiefly in the line of ethnology 
and.xoology, and consiata of a Bag 
ailloant line of specimens. 

Tbe Department of State is devot 
ed. of course, to historical collection 
Tba moet interesting tblnge to be 
found here are papers of American 
statesmen and arfotjpa reproduction 
of original papara, one of which is 
the Constitution of the United Stetes 
There arc letters from ^Robespierre, 
from Napoleon, from Alexander 1. 
of Rneela and from the King of Siam 
The medal praaanted to the United 
Siates'in ccmmemoration of the 4U0 
anniversary of the discovery of Ame 
rica, la on cxhibitiun. It is a rare 
piece of work, being set with diam- 
onds which anrround a cameo, rep- 
resenting Oniataa laadoig Am 
rioan aoil. 

Without queation tba exhibit of 
tbe Fish Commission is the most in- 
trresting to tbe ordinary visitor ot 
all tno wondere of the Government 
building. Tho whole process of fish 
culture is shown, from tbe collection 
apparatus which Is used for getting 
tbe eg^a from the bottom of the sea 
through the batehing of tbe egge; 
tbe feeding ot the spawn, and tha 
growih of thd fish to full aize. In a 
grotto 120 feet long ite walls finished 
In stncco and plaster, representing a 
rough submarine cavern, ara situat- 
ed the glass tanks of tha acqnarlum. 
They are kept fresh with oonsUntly 
flowing water, and fresh air is pump 
ed through them without ceesation. 
Tbe tunnel is always crowded with 
visitors, eager to see the curiooa wa 
ter dwellers— <:rabB, dog fish, aafa, 
ugly catflsb, beautiful epecklad tiont 
abaa and salmon. 

In addition to the ezbibita thus 
briefly described, there are hnndrada 
of others jost ao interesting, and It 
is well worth the visitor's time to ex- 
amine the diaplaya in thia building 
carefully. Uncle Sam has not fail 
ed to maintain bis reputation here as 
eiaawhera for always taxing the lead 
Tha Government Building is uoquea 
tionably tba grentest edaaathMial as- 
bibit at tha UaataBBiaJ, and ohoald 
not bo OTOfloakad.

Under our school law each county 
most naa a aalfora set of text booke 
This law was enacted to do awav 
with the necessity of buying new 
booka Whaa paplla atovad from one 
district to another, and it was intend 
ed, as can be -readily seea, to meet 
cironaiataaoaa ot titqnaet occurrence 
It filled a long felt want, ^ut wnile 
it obliterated one evil it seems to 
bavagtvaa rlN to another, far more 
disastrous to tha pockets of the 
school book baylag public. When 
tbia htwwaat lato operation some 
years ago, a certain set of books had 
to be adopted for use in the county, 
aad whaa oaea adoptad ao change 
could be made for five years. Tlie 
adoption ot the publications of a cvr 
uin hftaaa praotioally ahnt out all 
competition for flva yawa. No other 
publishers need apply for business ; 
tha honaa whoaa booka ware adopted 
commanded the field. When the five 
years expire 1 these books were in 
^aaa, aad aohaaga to aaotbar boaaa 

WOald have entailed a great exp >nsc,

primer np. Nothing could be done
